The women voters affeeted, they held,
were not assessed until after Septem-
ber 2 and therefore are legaly ineligible
for registention,

through its counsel, Leopold C. Glass
will ask the registration board to re-
wind its ruling.  If that course fails,
be stated, an appeal will be taken to
the election court,

U. S. DEBT CUT $237,315,995

Decline In Rallroad Demands Cause
of September Reduction

Washington, Oct. 2.—(Ry A, I, )—
The nation's gross debt was reduced by
$2T 10,005 in September, according
to figures made public today by the
Treasury Department,

Most of the reduction oceurred in
the floating debt or issues of certificates
of indebtedness. Outstanding certificates
now aggregate $2.847.701,000, which
is included in the total gress debt of
$24,087, 850,000,

Government receipts for the month
totaled £011,000,000, while expendi-
tures fell below $500,000.000, This dif -
ference, which was larger than usual,
was explained as due to a decline in
the demand for funds from the railvoads
under the guarantee provisions of the
teansportation act. Officiale snid, how.
over, that the same eatio between re-
cripts aund expenditures probably would
pot be maintained next month,  They
expeets  the ralroads to come in for
lurger sums,
